ity of the Palm a adm inistration by d e ­ 
termining to reject the resignation of 
the president when presented to con­ 
gress. When this decision was reached 
Secretary of W a r Taft and Assistant 
Secretary of State flacon, the Ameri­ 
can commissioners, had already eon- 
chided to intervene, but they agreed to 
await developments, as they are anx­ 
ious to afford the Cubans every oppor­ 
tunity to work out their 
own salva­ 
tion. 
President Palm a steadfastly refuses 
every solicitation 
of his 
friends to 
w ith draw his resignation. 
Typical of 
this was the cablegram 
ho sent to 
President Roosevelt in response to the 
final urgent message from the Ameri 
can president th a t he remain at the 
helm. 
In this 
P resident 
Palm a ex ­ 
p r e s s e d his w arm est appreciation of 
President Roosevelt’s efforts to secure 
peace for Cuba and the friendship he 
h a s always shown the Cuban people. 
Tie referred to bis own previous sacri­ 
fices for Cuba, which he said had n o 4- 
been macle in vain, but in the present 
situation and in view of all that had 
transpired be felt, that further sacri­ 
fice 
bis part would be useless and 
that P '

not consistent 
with bis 
dignity ai. ■ 
go to remain in of­ 
fice. 
Wore it pc - able to induce Fresh! ult 
Palm a to withdraw PH resignation the 
situation still would be most difficult. 
Mid intervention would continue to be 
fHe most nrol M e outcome.

Would Only Cause Mere Trouble. 


Such an elect ion would be a new sort 
of contention not only between tho op­ 
posing political parties but prepaidy 
between tho opposing factions within 
these parties. 
T he American commis­ 
sioners will not brook the establish­ 
ment of a provisional government by 
the Cubans 
simply as 
a m eans of 
gaining time. 
They 
hold that if a 
provisional gov e m nu ut 
is created it 
must he by the United States. Secre­ 
taries Taft and Bacon would not he 
poperly discharging their full duties, 
if such a governm ent were created in 
any oilier manner. 
The American commissioners have 
little confidence in the consistency of 
the politicians, who have been vacil­ 
lating and insincere throughout these 
nine days of futile negotiations. 
—T h i s being tho situation, nobody is 
inclined to doubt that within twenty- 
four 
hours Secretary 
Taft, by 
au­ 
thority of the president of the United 
States, will proclaim himself provision­ 
al governor of Cuba. 
Such a govern­ 
ment, however, would he made Cuban 
as far as it was possible so to do by 
continuing tho various 
departments 
under the im m ediate control of Ute 
present heads thereof. 
Immediate developm ents in the sit­ 
uation depend en the action taken by 
congress. 
It 
is not likely that 
the 
Liberals will atte n d the session, hut 
the Moderates and th e Liberal Na ; u- 
alists combined expect 
to secure a 
quorum. The Moderate leaders expect 
intervention, it being a m atter of com­

Even should congress carry out its 
announced intention of not accepting 
President P a l m a ’s resignation.

SUSSMAN IS ARRESTED 


fitnn Juan, P. R., Sept. 28.— Tho city 
of San Juan and the island of Porto 
Rico experienced 
a series of heavy 
earthquake 
shocks Thursday, 
begin­ 
ning at 10:47 a. rn. 
The people were 
th ro w n into a condition of c o n stern a­ 
tion and indescribable alarm, but the 
re su lta n t d a m ag e was comparatively 
slight and th ere fins been no loss of 
life. 
The 
first 
perceptible 
tre m o rs 
brought many people in alarm to the 
streets. 
The shocks increased in in­ 
tensity for tw enty seconds and then 
decreased foi five seconds. 
Following 
this came the most severe shocks, the 
earth shaking violently for five sec­ 
onds more. 
T hen all was quiet. 
T he 
first vibratory m ovem ents were from 
east 
to w ;t and were 
followed by 
heaving motions such as are expel I 
enced on hoard ship in a heavy sea. 
In San Juan people thought of the 
catastroj he of San Francisco and Val 
paraiso.
